Fd is a virus that infects certain strains of Escherichia Coli bacteria. It is not dangerous to people. The 
virus is about 880 nm in length and 6.6 ran in diameter. The protein shell has a hollow core in the center 
into which the DNA is stuffed. The virus is semiflexible, the persistence length is 2.2 microns. There are 
specialized proteins at the ends of the virus used for infection. 
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
